Under the agreement, Canada will build 
a series of dams on the Canadian side of 
the Columbia in British Columbia. She will 
get one-half of the power produced on the 
American side of the border in return for 
her new water stofage works 

Canada also will get a cash payment 
from the U:S. of $65,000,000, representing 
one-half the flooddamage saving made 
possible by the dams. 

Normally, diplomatic correspondence 
between Canada and the United States is 
carried on between the external affairs 
minister and the U.S. state secretary who 
until next Jan. 20, is Christian Herter 
However, Mansfield disclosed that: he and 
Green have ‘had previous exchanges on the 
Columbia . négotiations.
